Advance Steam Plant, Northern Michigan 1} Electric Cooperative _ 


Electric Co-operative’s steam 
plant at Advance near Boyne City 
was announced today by Manager 
A Steinbrecher, The power 
co-operative spokesman also stated 
that the contract for the second 
part of the multi-million dollar 
construction project had been 
awarded to Owen-Ames-Kimball 
Company and that the Grand 
Rapids firm was already erecting 
structural steel framework for the 
main power plant building. - 

The first stage of construction 
which has now been completed 
was started one year ago. Includ- 
ed in this preliminary work was 
construction of a five hundred foot 
dock for receiving coal, dredging 
over 100,000 yards of sand from 
Lake Charlevoix to establish deep 
water approaches to the dock and 
to provide fill material “fer the 
plant site, the driving of over 
10,000 feet of piling for building 
and equipment foundations, con- 
struction of the main bvyilding 
foundations and installation of 
underground faciities. This work 
was completed by the LaCrosse 
Dredging Corporation of Chicago 
and the Johnson-Green Company 
of Ann. Arbor. 

Northern Michigan Electric Cor- 
poration was established to pro- 
vide electric power generation and 
transmission facilities for Cherry- 
Jand Rural Electric ooperative As- 
sociation of Traverse City, Presque 
Isle Electric Co-operative of On- 
away and Top O'Michigan Rural 
Electric Company of Boyne City. 
These organizations are consumer- 
member controlled and operated 
local associations which supply 
electric service to their members. 
The associations finance con- 
struction of their electric service 
facilities by loans from the Rural 
Electrification Administration. 
These-loans,together with -interest, 
are repaid from revenues obtained 
from sale of electricity. 

The lack of adequate supplies of 
electricity and thelack of trans- 
mission networks to take the 
power to the load centers of their 
systems has been an ever present 
problem of the three associations. 
The three groups now serve over 
twenty thousand members in a 
twenty county area in the upper 
part of Lower Michigan. North- 
ern Michigan Electric Co-operative 
now has underway a seven million 
dollar construction program which 
will assure adequate power sup- 
plies and transmission networks 
to bring the power to distribution 
centers of the three affiliated as- 
sociations. 

In addition to the four millio 
dollar steam plant at Advance; 
scheduled fer completion in 1952, 
the Power Co-operative also oper- 
ates a diesel and two hydro 
plants near Tower and a small 
diesel ptant which produces the

OMichigan Rural Electric Com- 
pany on Beaver IIsland. Northern 
Michigan Electric Co-operative 
also has ‘completed plans for a 
three million dollar expansion of 
its present 70 mile transmission 
system located in Cheboygan, 
Presque Isle and Montmorency 
counties. The new construction 
will add 300 miles of 69,000 volt
